Episcopalians Adopt Amend- 


ment Forbidding Remar- ' 


riage. of Guilty One, 


Boston, 
Maes., 
Oct. 
18,—The 


bishops of the Episcopal general con- 
vention, yesterday adopted an amend- 
ment to the canon on marriage and 
divorce forblding lihe remarriage of 
any divorced person. 


A similar nmondment was passed 


at the.San Francisco convention three 
years ego, but failed, as .was the case 
this year, to secure the support of 
the other house. 
A conference of 


committees representing the bishops 
and the deputies will be held to con- 
sider the disagreement, but leading 
clergymen predict that the deputies 
will not recede from their vote of 
last week. The amendment adopted 
yesterday is as follows: 


"1. 
No minister shall solemnize 


a marriage between any two persons 
unless by inquiry he shall have satis- 
fied himself that neither person, has 
been or is the husband or wife of 
any other person then living, from 
•whom he or she has been divorced 
for any cause arising after marriage. 


"2. Ministers of 'this church shall 


be careful to secure the observance 
of the law of the state governing 
the civil contract of marriage in the 


_place where the service shall be per- 
formed, 


"3. 
Wo minister shall solemnize 


a marriage except in the presence 
of at least two witnesses." 


Several 
additional 
amendmenits 


•were presented, one of which provides 
tha.t a divorced person shall not be 
admitted to the sacraments. 
There 


is a proviso, however, that the sacra- 
ments shall not be refused a peni- 
tent person in imminent danger of 
death, nor to any per6on.rw.ho shall 
solemnly aver that he or she was the 
innocent party In a divorce for the 
cause of adultery. 


Another amendment sets forth the 


procedure to bo followed in case a 
clergyman is In doubt concerning the 
marriage of any persons and lays 
the case before the bishop. 
Those 


two amendments were taken up to- 
day. 


In' the house of deputies a proposed 


canon providing a court of review, 
to which appeals may be takbn from 
the decisions of diocesan court, was 
reported and Its essential "features 
adopted, though several minor pro- 
visions wont over until today. 


Among thaoa was one 
grouping 


the dioceses and missionary districts 
Into seven provinces, each province 
to have a court of its own. A pro- 
posal to establish a court of appeals, 
a sort of supremo court, to be com- 
posed of tho bishops of the church, 
was referred to tho next convention. 


The deputies adopted a resolution 


requesting tho bishops to draw up a 
special prayer for the etch, wounded 
and dying of the Japanese nnd Rus- 
sian armies and for the restoration 
of peace between Russia nnd Japan".

KUPHTKIN MOVED 


f ORDER OF CZftR 


Russian Commander Was Told 


to March to the Relief pf 


Port Arthur, 


Toklo, 
Oct. 
17.—According 
to 


statements inado by Bussiam prison- 
ers. General Kuropatkin was ordered 
by Emperor Nicholas 
to 
make a 


stand at Mukden and to assume the 
aggressive as speedily as possible in 
order to relieve the Poa~t Arthur gar- 
rlsom. This order, the prisoners say, 
reached Mukden on 
Sept. 27, and 


General Kuropatkin, in obedience to 
it, began his disastrous southern nd- 
vance movement. 


An extended report dealing with 


the statement of th«s>» prisoners fol- 
lows : 


"According to statements mada to 


officers of the center army by Russian 
prisoners whcm they had captured, 
the enemy had received information 
that the strength of the garrison at 
Port Arthur was being daily reduced 
end that the garrison was in a dis- 
astrous condition. Fresh. Russian 
reinforcements v/cro constantly ar- 
riving at Manchuria from Europe, 
and the str.in.g'th of this lorccs under 
General Kuropatkin in the neighbor- 
hood of Mukden had readied, to over 
nine army ccrps, 


"Thereupon, th-e priEccicra sold, the 


Russian emperor, on S«pt. 27, ordered 
Xuropn'&in not to rctirs a step be- 
yond Mukden, and directed him, cir- 
cumstances 
permitting1, to assume 


tne offensive as quickly as possible 
mid to arivo ':h'B Japanese out 
of 


southern Manchuria, in order to res- 
cue tire Port Arthur garrison, 


KUROPATKIW OBEYS ORDERS. 
"Acting under this command Gen. 


Kuropatkin advanced win his whole 
strength to tho south 01 Mukden, di- 
viding his forces into three columns, 
tlia center, right and left. / 


"Tho center column, composed of 


the First, Fourth and Fifth 
corps 


under tiio command of Gen. SoloiefT, 
advanced toward 'Xungsh'aiikou and 
Linlum mountain. 


"The left column vrhleh was com- 


posed of two corps under Gen. Sta- 
kelberg, advanced against the Japan- 
ese right. 


"Tho right column, which was com- 


posed of throe corps,auvanccd against 
the Japanese left. 
Beside thcso one 


corps held In reserve- _was following 
tno center column. 


TO OUT OFF JAP RETREAT. 


"Gen. LIncvitch, commanding the 


field Rgniing fared hi the 
Osaguri 


district, was taking a devious rond 
from tho east and advancing toward 
tno southeast of Ltao Yang for tho 
purpose of throate.ulng tha Hive of a 
possible Japanese retreat. Gen. Mls- 
tchenko, commanding elx regiments 
of dragoons, operated on Linevltch's 
right. 


"Tho center column was disposed 


of as fallows: 


"The Arst corps on the right, the 


fourth corps on the jeft, and the flfth 
corps in the rear of tho center. 
The 


fourth corps consisted of the First 
and Fourth Siberian reserve divis- 
ions.

MEANS A LONG- WAR. 


"The prisoners declared that the 


war would continue for a long time, 
because thu Russians had decided to 
attain a flrwil victory, regardless of 
the losses which might bo involved, 
as otherwise a defeat would mean a 
general revolution and the disinte- 
gration of Russian territory. 


"During one engagement the Thlr- 


ty-ceventh division, especially tlie 
firs't brigade, sustained extraordinary 
losses.

EXPLAINS • GAME LAWS. 


For tho information and guidance 


of hunters Z. T. Sweeney, 
commis- 


sioner of fisheries and game in In- 
diana, has Issued the following re- 
lating to tho license feature of the 
gamo laws of the state: 


Section 10 of the gamo law says: 
'It shall bo unlawful to hunt with 
dbg and shotgun any nnd all kinds 
Q£ game from October 1st to Novem- 
ber 10th of the same year, except as 
provided in section 11 of this act." 


The object of this closed season 


for forty days is to keep everybody 
out of the field during that time and 
give all an equal chance when the 
season for quail shooting comes in 
November lOlh. There are 
many 


lawless people who go out with the 
avowed purpose ot shooting rabbits, 
practicing1 their dogs, etc., who have 
been in the habit of killing quail 
before tho season commences. 
The 


man who observes the law has no 
chance against these lawless people. 
They kill nearly all the quail before 
ho can got Into tho fields. With a 
forty-dcy closed season "the law-abid- 
ing huintor has nn equal chance with 
tho lawless hunter. 


Thci-3 Is, however, a provision iu

ALCOHOL AND INSANITY. 


The Significant Report of Dr. Clous- 


ton of the Royal Edinburgh 


Asylum. 


During tho last 30 years the recovery 


rate had gone down, but the death rate 
had Increased; the deaths from recur- 
rent disease had rieen; senile insanity 
was increasing; adolescent Insanity had 
also Increased out of proportion to the 
Increase of population; general paraly 
els was greatly increasing, from 205 tt 
431 per decade In the 30 years; alco- 
holic Insanity went steadily up, this 
year In no less than 42.3 per cent, of al! 
the men and In 18 percent, of the women 
much tho largest proportion over expe- 
rienced. Excess In alcoh'ol wnsasslg 
as the cause of their Insanity. In 1873-7 
the percentage of alcoholic cases wag 
only 18.5 among tho men nnd 10.6 among 
the women admitted. That had now been 
doubled. Dr. Clountonsald Itaometlmcs 
occurred to him whether one of thi 
after-effects of the nervous lowering 
which the universal epidemic of influen- 
za of 1830 undoubtedly canned might no: 
hav*o set up the craving for the stimulus 
of alcohol with a lessened power of re- 
sistance to Itscffcctson the brain. SInco 
1S90 far more of the depressed forms ol 
Insanity had been sent In. Another ex- 
planation was that more money was 
probably earned by those who bad not 
mifllrlent self-control and self-respect to 
use It rightly. It was a poclal scandal of 
n very alarming kind that nearly one- 
half of the Insanity of any district should 
he more or less tine to drink. Finally 
Dr. Clouston urged the Importance of a 
rational view of mental diseases. (1) 
It should bo regarded simply nsatiisease 
of the brain; (2) It may be mere arrest- 
ment of brain growth In early life; (31 
It might bo nn event in the natural pro- 
cess of decay and retrogression; (4) it 
may be meroiy The effector poisons; (f>) 
some brains wore from the first sensi- 
tive and unstable; fC) heredity; (7) any- 
one may become unsound In mind of cer- 
tain causes come into operation.

Poison is Also Found in Rugs 


And Wall Paper—Govern- 


ment's Report 


Washington, Oct. 15.—The injuri- 


ous effects of arsenic in wall papers, 
clothing and furs are discussed in a 
bulletin just issued by the deport- 
ment 
of 
agriculture. 
Generally 


speaking, there is less arsenic in wall 
papers now titan in former years, 
though some instances were found 
of heavy impregnations of the poison. 


h? government experts bought sam- 


ples of wall paper in tho open market 
in Washington and made tests - of 
537 samples. 
Only four 
samples 


contained more than .1 grain a square 
yard, which is tho maximum amount 
allowed by tho law o£ MassachU' 
setts. •" That state is tho only on«o in 
the union having' a law regulating 
the use of arsenic in wall papers and 
wearing apparel. 


Two of the four samples referred 


to came from England, where there 
aro 
no laws on tho subject. 
Tho 


samples most highly charged with 
nrsenlc were red and green, while 
one paper dyed brown was found to 
contain considerable 
arsenic. 
The 


papers of one firm were found to have 
no arsenic at all, though all colors 
wero made. 
The 
experts 
recom- 


mended that tho limit of arsenic per- 
missible in wall papers be fixed at 
.05 grain a square yard.

DANGER IN FURS. 


It is in furs that the greatest dan- 


ger to health from arsenic poison- 
ing is found. 
The government ex- 


perts examined 
forty-two samples 


and iw eleven of them found from 
20 to 1,700 times ns mucli arsenic 
as would be allowed by the laws of 
Massachusetts. 
"This 


amount of arsenic," says the report, 
"is doubtless added during the pro- 
cess of preparing the fur, either to 
preserve it or to repel injurious in- 
sects. 
Here again, as in the case 


of stockings, are articles which, worn 
around the neck and hands, ara npt 
to come in extremely close contact 
with the skiny 
The presence of ar- 


senic in such articles as these is as 
injurious, if not more so, than in 
hose, since it is usually present in 
much larger quantities; furthermore, 
it is an intentional, rather than an 
accidental, constituent." 


ARSENIC IN FUR RTTQS. 


Iw the examination, of fur rugs it 


was found that in many cases ar- 
senic was a dangerous ingredient of 
the dyes or preservative materials. 
One brown bear rug contained 16.99 
grains of nrsontc per square yard— 
enough to .poison everybody habit- 
ually using tho rug. 
Another rug, 


made of Indian tiger skin., carried 
5.20 grains of arsenic per yard, and 
other ruga in smaller 
quantities. 


'Such rugs as these ara extremely 


dangerous to the health of a large 
number of people, especially those 
susceptible to arsenic poisoning, and 
that the amount of arsenic iu mis- 
cellaneous fabrics, such as hangings, 
pillow covers, carpets, etc., is not un- 
reasonably large.

I pnper to William B. Nelaori nnd Sam- 
uel E. Morss. Tho new firm enlarged

quickly bringing The Sentinel to the 
front rank of state papers. The city
